Now the firſt of theſe Vermin, Lewin Brown by 
Name, having received Orders in the Chuich of 
Rome, at the Seminary in St. Omers, in honour of 
propagating the Principles of the Whore of Babylon 
in a * Nation, he attempted ( altho ſo 
many ſtrick Laws are made againſt Popiſh Recu- 
ſants) to fix them in England, and about the begin- 
ning of Fanuary laſt, he came into this Kingdom, 
where he fixed himſelf in Lancaſhire, which Coun- 
ty he thought the more convenient for his Purpote, 
as becauſe there are more Families inclining to the 
Romiſh Perſwaſion, than in any other Shire in this 
Nation. So, ſculking up and down there incogni- 
to, amongſt the Papilt for ſome time, he happen- 


ed to introduce himſelf into the Acquaintance of 


one Mrs. J/ilmot,a Taylor's Wife, who was a ſtrong 
Romaniſt; altho her Husband was of the Church 
of England; in a little time it ſo happened, that 


Mr. Wilmot fell fick, even at Death's Door, and 


was given over by all his Phyſicians ; whereupon 


this Lein Brown the Jeſuite; coming to and fro to the 


Houſe in the time of his Viſitation, and finding the 


poor Man in a manner gone, he perſwaded the 


filly Woman to make fome Proviſion for his Soul, 
in having it pray'd out of Purgatory. 

Now Mr. Milmot's Circuntftances being very low 
thro great Loſſes and Croſſes, it was as much as 
he could do to leave enough behind him to lay 
him decently in the Ground, in caſe he died; 
however, his Wife being a ſtrong and zealous Ro- 
man Catholick, upon the perſwaſion of the Prieſt, 
ſhe was reſolv'd to have her Husband's Soul faved 
from thoſe feigned Flames which the Romiſh Cler- 
gy make the People believe they ſuffer after death; 
and in order thereto, having made a bargain be- 
fore hand with the Prieſt, ſhe went and borrow'd 


Three Pound of a Neighbour, and gave it him; 


the Prieſt went ſtrait home, and to Prayers he went 
as hard as he could, and the next day came and 
told the Woman her Husband was ſaved. Saved, 
quoth the Woman, why my Husband's not dead 


yet. No matter for that, reply d the Prieſt, let him 


dye when he will; they cant detain his Soul an 
hour in Purgatory, for St. Per. has took the Minutes of his 
Caſe, and will give him Entrance to his Apartment at the 
firſt Kncck. ith this formal Story, Mrs Wilmot, (who 
was devcuily bigctted ro Popery) was very well ſatisfied, 
but it pleaſing Providence. that her Husband recovercd, 
wickin a little time after his being abroad, he was dunn d for 
the Three Pound his Wife had borrow'd; which being un- 
known to him, he came home iti a great Pattion, asking his 
Wife what three Pound this was ſhe had run him in Debt 
je time of his Sickneſs, being ſenſible that he had ſo mucli 
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by him as to defray the Charges of his Affliction hitherto, 
wirhe-ut being behoiding to any Body. His Wife was loth 
to confeſs her Folly, nor would nor, tilt ſhe was forced to 
threſh it out of her, and then ſhe told him that What ſne 
had done was for his God, in giving it to an able Prieſt, to 
ray him out of Purgarty ; Withat telling him to whom. 
Hereupon the Taylor, (who as I ſaid before was a Prote- 


| ſtant) made no more Words ont, but went and acquaint- 


ed a Juſtice. ofthe Peace with the Impoſture, ho granted 


him a Warrant to apprehend the ſaid Lewin Brown, whom 


he found in the Neighbourhood, confeſſing an old Woman, 


the ſaid Juſtice, who committed him ſtrait ro Lancaſter Goal, 
without admitting him any Bail or Majnprize. .. 
Ihe other, who was ene Father Lewis, of the Society of 
eſus too, made it his Practice likewiſe to skulk up and 
_ down amongſt Popiſh Families in che ſame Neighbourhood, 
and the Father of a poor ſeduced Woman, one Mrs Newton, 
(chat was a ry happening to dye about haif a year ſince, 
the Daughter being very ignorantiy devour, but of a very 
good Nature, having oft hieard the frightful Stories che Tor- 
ments endured in Purgatory, diſmally fer forth by the 
Prieſts, and fearing by his diſſolute Life, that her Father 
might be dropt in there, (for dyiug however a true Roman 
Catholick, ſhe thought there was no fear of any worſe mat- 
ter) ſhe app her ſelf to this good Father, intrearing his 
Prayers and Aſſiſtance to deliver her Father's Soul out of 
thoſe Lortures. The Prieſt received rhe Propolal, asking 
100 /. for the Jobb. But the poor Woman higling with him 
as well as ſhe could, and with many Tears teiling him, that 
35 l. was all ſhe had in the Worid, hear laſt agreed to take 
ut 30 /. of her, and ſo they came to bargain, taking not 
only a Bond, but a Judgment thereupon for the Money. So 
he time being up, (which was bur 3 days to do the Feat) 
the ſent for his Ghoſtly Child, and ſolemniy aſſured her, her 
Father s Soul was happy. The Woman was mightily over- 
joy d, but Father Lewis not ſo, for having paid him bur half 
down, and not being in a Capacity at that time of payin 
him the reſt, he threatened to Excommunicate her, an af 
to fling her into Goal. 
Bur Afterwards Mrs Newton happening to marry a Prote- 
ſtant, who enquiring what was become of her Money, af 
ter ſome opportunity, ſhe declared rhe whole Intrigue, and 
how ſhe was 15 J. in Debt to rhe Prieft ſtill. Hereupon her 
Husband had her examined before 4 Magiſtrate upon Oath, 
and ſearch being made after Father Lewis, he was quick- 
ly found, and Commirted to his Brother in Lancaſter Ga! 
too. | 2 15 „ 125 
And now this Lent Aſſizes coming on there, they were 
both brought to their Tryal, being Enckcted for 3 
for chat having received Orders from the pretended Autho- 
rity of the See of Rome, they yet. came over into, and conti- 
nued in her Majeſties Dominions, contrary to the Statute 
in that Caſe made and provided. There was very full and 
ſufficient Evidence againſt them, though they with their 
uſual Confidence, Impudence, and Obſtinacy of ſuch hypo- 
critical Impoſtors, poſitively deny d the r Crime, with many 
ſolem Proteſtations, making this Plea for themſelves, viz. 
That the Evidence did not prove them Prieſts, becauſe none could 
direkiiy ſay, that they ſaw them receive Orders ſrom the See of 
Rome, t which rate, if that ſhould be admitted, as their 
- Exerciſing Pricſtly Functions, in Saying Maſs, Conſecrating 
rhe Euchariſt, taking Confeſſions, Preſcribing Penances 
Giving Abſolutions, and rhe like Acts, which none bur 1 | 
Prieſt may perform, why then, I ſay, if theſe are not Con- 
vincing Proofs, then that hockey aw would be totally 
cluded, and it would be impoilible ro Convict a Popiiii 
Prieſt, The Ghoſtly Fathers urged this Point farther, in- 
fiſting, "Thar if their Prieſthood was not jrevcd, they then did 
e Cheats, and ſo ought not to be Convicted as Prieſts 
Thus it ſeems they were contented ro be Lay-Cheats, but 
very loth for the Honour of Brotherhood, to be known to 
be Cheats Eccleſiaſtical. However, all their Pleas being in 
themſel ves frivilous, they were over-rui'd by the Court and 
being fairly Convicted on full Evidence by an Impartial 
Jun they received Sentence as follows. _ 8 
That ſince they had the preſumption to come into a Nation 
which is lo very ſevere againſt all Popiſh Recuſants being 
here; and to prevent the ſame, ſeveral Acts of Parliament 
are in force againſt them, in order to deter them from com- 
ing hither to tow their Damnable Doctrines, make Diviſi- 
- ons amongft the People, and to entice them from their true 
Allegiance to their Lawful Soveraigu, it is the Judgment of 
this Court, that for ſuch their intolerable Imp udenee and 
Confidence, that they be carry'd from hence to the place 
from whence they came, and there to tuticr and endure im. 
riſonment for their whole Lives; and if all their ti$vil us 
Prayers and Superſtit ious Ceremonies, they can fairly pray 
themlelves out ct Goal, thoſe that they have Chercd may 
yet have ſome Belief, that they can pray Sculs ort ef Pur.
